ADD AS A NEW LAST SENTENCE ON THE PAGE: WHILE CRITICS OF ICELAND'S 
SECURITY RELATIONSHIP WITH NATO HAVE BECOME LESS VOCAL SINCE THE 
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CONCLUSION OF THE COD WAR, THE ISSUE OF A FOREIGN MILITARY PRE- 
SENCE IN ICELAND COULD BE REVIVED AT ANY TIME WITHIN THIS

WE BELIEVE THAT IT IS WORTH MENTIONING EITHER ON THIS

THAT THE THREAT TO THE CONTINUED EXISTENCE OF THE U.S. BASE AT

OWN DEFENSE. THIS MIGHT MEAN PARTICIPATING IN SOME OF THE 
MILITARY-RELATED ACTIVITIES OF THE ICELAND DEFENSE FORCE, IN- 
CREASING TRAINING OF AND EXPANDING THE COAST GUARD, AND DEVELOP-

ICELANDERS WHO SUPPORT THE PRESENCE OF THE BASE BELIEVE THAT IT 
SHOULD HAVE MODERN AND UP-TO-DATE EQUIPMENT TO CARRY OUT IS
